Simon has said that the

President Nixon

Simon previewed the new

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
Higher costs of food, fuels 
and metals pushed wholesale 
prices up an average of 1.5 
per cent in February, the 
government reported today.

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grandmother. 
With her husband, Buddy, and her youngest son, 
Curtis, she lives in Plano in a modest apartment. They 
have just recently moved here from Richardson, where 
her son still attends junior high school. Buddy is em ­ 
ployed as a bricklayer by the Earl Miller Custom 
Builders Company. 
These are statistics which could fit any number of 
average families across the land. But, there is 
something unique about Ella's situation. Ella is p ar­ 
tially paralyzed as the result of a stroke suffered in 
early February. 
She will be released from the hospital, but for many 
weeks and months to come, Ella will have to return to 
the hospital at least once weekly for special therapy to 
help her regain the use of her legs. Even then there is 
no guarantee that this will ever be completely ac­ 
complished. 
In the meantime. Ella will be restricted to her 
w heelchair-able to go out only when someone can lift 
her in and out of the car. Her nights will be spent in a 
special hospital bed. Her days will be long, but Ella will 
not give in to any form of despondency, for her attitude 
is healthy even if her legs are not. 
During this period, her hospital and medical bills 
continue to mount -much more than any working man 
could hope to pay from his salary alone. Insurance, you 
ask? There is no insurance, for this is not the first 
m ajor illness this woman has suffered. 
Though the disease is arrested now, thanks to 
modern chem otherapy and medical treatment, Ella 
was the victim of cancer, so no insurance company will 
issue coverage. In fact, it was due to the terrific ex­ 
penses incurred during this illness that her husband, 
unable to pay the medical bills and all his other 
obligations, lost his business and is now forced to work 
-w hen the weather permits, for someone else. 
And, they are still completing the payments on these 
past expenses. 
But, there are some bright clouds on the horizon. 
Buddy and Ella are active m em bers of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars Post 8627 and ladies auxiliary in 
Richardson, and these two organizations-with the help 
of their VFW friends of the Plano post-have deter­ 
mined to give a helping hand to their com rade and 
sister. 
The first action taken was to purchase a hospital bed 
which will be loaned to Ella for as long as she needs it. 
They are presently trying to locate a wheelchair which 
has removable arm s so she can be lifted out of the bed 
and the car directly into the chair. 
These are the immediate needs, but something must 
be done to help them with their excessive expenses. 
So on Sunday, March 31, at the VFW Post Home 
located at 405 North Interurban in Richardson, there 
will be a benefit supper, raffle, and bingo held to raise 
money for the Ella Wilkerson Fund. The supper will 
cost $2 per person, and will be served between the 
hours of 4 and 6 p.m. 
The raffle of a Oesterizer blender will be held that 
evening, and supper will be followed by a bingo. All 
funds raised above the cost of materials, will be placed 
into the Ella Wilkerson Fund in the Richardson Heights 
Bank and Trust. All contributions will be welcomed. 
What has happened to Ella Wilkerson could happen 
to anyone.

, on Job

six-month-long 
pilot project for a police 
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proved such a success, the 
program has been expanded 
from one minister to four, 
according to Dan Williams of 
the Plano Police Depart­ 
ment. 
Rev. J. Paul of the First 
United Presbyterian Church 
p artic ip a te d in the pilot 
project, and Jim Palm er of 
the First United Methodist 
Church, Leonard Allgood of 
the First Assembly of God 
and Carl Elder of the First 
B aptist 
Church 
have 
volunteered to serve in the 
full program. 
The four ministers were 
chosen by 
the city a d ­ 
m in istratio n 
and 
police 
d ep a rtm e n t 
and 
w ere 
requested to serve in the 
program, Williams said. 
There is always a minister 
on call 24 hours a day, 
W illiam s explained. The 
ministers do not have to be 


on the premises or riding in 
patrol cars, they are just 
available. The schedules call 
for one minister to be on call 
for a week with a second

for that week. Each minister 
is on call an equal amount of 
time, 
Williams said, 
and

counsellors and can spend 
more time on the problems 
than the officers. They are 
also very effective in suicide 
prevention. 
“This program has been of 
real benefit to the police 
departm ent,” Williams said 
“We're gaining professional 
help on calls to the police 
d e p a rtm e n t 
that 
w a sn ’t 
normally there. 
“ Police 
officers 
and 
chaplains develop a unique 
respect in their particular 
fields of e x p e rtis e ,’’ 
he 
added. “There have been no 
conflicts. Each one has his 
own field of knowledge, and 


the officer and minister are 
able 
to 
exchange 
this 
knowledge to their mutual 
benefit ”

with 
polio* 
chaplain

when he was an associate 
pastor of a Dallas church 
and worked with the Dallas 
Police Department He has 
been working with the Plano 
Police D ep artm en t since 
early September. 
“Our main emphasis will 
be a ministry to the police 
officers themselves," Rev. 
Paul said.

assist the officers

primarily in family crises. 
“ Because of the nature of 
police work, the offficers 
can’t attend church every 
Sunday or get involved with 
regularly scheduled church 
a c tiv itie s ,” he explained. 
“ This 
program will show 
the police officers that the 
churches still care about 
them. 
“ Much of our counselling 
will 
be 
with 
individual 


policem en 
and 
their 
families, but we will also 
deal with adolescents which 
is a big problem, especially 
in Collin County,” he said. 
“Current!-,' there ie ne place 
to hold adolescents in the

At times the ministers also 
seek

people thrown out of their 
homes and who fear for their 
safety if they return, he said.

Chrysler Corp. today said it 
will recall and correct the 
air pollution control system 
on 826,000 cars and light 
trucks although it blamed

tection Agency (EPA) for 
creating the problem. 
The EPA ordered Chrysler 
to recall the 1973-model cars 
and trucks and about 1,000 
1974-model trucks, the first 
largescale recall ordered by 
the EPA to correct emission 
control 
equipm ent. 
The 
recall amounted to about 
half of C h r y s le r s 
total 
output last year. 
It’s estimated that the part 
and the 15 minutes to install 
it will cost Chrysler about $5 


per car or more than $4.1 
million for the entire recall 
Owners of the affected cars 
will be notified by mail when 
to bring their cars back to 
dealers to have the part 
replaced at the com pany’s 
expense.
